7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  Four  Thousand  Dollars  ($4,000.00)  for 
resurfacing  the  existing  oiled  roads. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  One  Thousand  Five  Hundred  Forty 
Dollars  ($1,540.00)  to  asphalt  4th  Street  and  Prospect 
Street. 
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9.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  for  the  Construction  and  Maintenance  of  Sewers 
for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriation  of  the 
same. 

10.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  for  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day,  and  make 
appropriation,  of  the  same. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  Two  Hundred  Fifty  Dollars  ($250.00) 
to  the  Newfound  Region  Chamber  of  Commerce  for  the 
purpose  of  publicizing  and  promoting  the  natural  ad- 
vantages and  resources  of  the  Town,  in  cooperation  with 
other  Towns  in  the  Newfound  Region. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  Three  Thousand  Five  Hundred  Dol- 
lars ($3,500.00)  to  establish,  maintain  and  conduct  a  sys- 
tem of  public  recreation,  and  in  connection  therewith,  to 
equip  and  operate  the  Community  Center  Building,  and 
to  prepare,  equip  and  maintain  our  public  playground  ; 
and  to  employ  a  play  leader,  playground  instructor  or 
supervisor  in  connection  with  such  system  of  public  rec- 
reation and  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  delegate  to  the  existing  Commun- 
itv  Center  Council  the  power  to  administer  and  super- 
vise the  expenditure  of  said  sum  appropriated  for  a  pub- 
lic recreation  system,  and  the  power  to  employ  and 
supervise  a  play  leader,  playground  instructor  or  su- 
pervisor.

the  name  and  on  the  credit  of  the  Town  of  Bristol,  under 
and  in  accordance  with  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  of 
1953,  and  the  Selectmen  be  given  full  power  and  author- 
ity to  arrange  and  negotiate  and  effect  the  issuance  and 
sale  of  serial  notes  or  bonds,  and  to  fix  the  terms  of  sale, 
rate  of  interest,  time  and  place  of  payment  of  principal 
and  interest,  and  authority  given  the  Selectmen  to  affix 
the  Town  Seal  to  said  notes  or  bonds  and  the  Treasurer 
to  attest  the  same.

tages and  resources  of  the  Town,  in  cooperation  with 
other  Towns  in  the  Lakes  Region. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  for  Hospitals. 

17-  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  Two  Hundred  Dollars  ($200.00)  for 
the  control  of  White  Pine  Blister  Rust. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  Taxes. 

19.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting.

The  following  is  a  report  of  activities  carried  on  in 
your  town  by  the  N.H.  Department  of  Health,  Bureau 
of  Public  Health  Nursing  for  the  year  1953. 

A  series  of  three  Child  Health  Conferences  and  Im- 
munization Clinics  were  held  in  the  spring  at  the  Little 
School  Building. 

A  total  of  45  children  had  physical  examinations :  14 
had  hearing  tests  and  12  had  eye  examinations. 

A  total  of  76  children  completed  immunizations  for 
Diptheria,  Tetanus  and  Whooping  Cough  and  58  chil- 
dren were  vaccinated  for  Smallpox. 

The  State  Department  of  Health  was  assisted  at 
these  Clinics  by  the  local  Physician,  local  School  Nurse, 
two  local  Registered  Nurses  and  a  committee  from  the 
P.T.A.,  Churches,  Grange,  and  Woman's  Club,  with  Mrs- 
John  Greenan  as  local  Chairman. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  and  apprecia- 
tion to  the  chairman  and  members  of  the  committee  and 
all  others  who  helped  make  these  clinics  a  success,  also 
thanks  for  the  use  of  the  school  building. 

Home  calls  have  also  been  made  in  the  town  on 
mothers,  babies,  pre-school  children,  handicapped  chil- 
dren and  arrangements  have  been  made  for  several 
children  to  attend  outside  clinics  for  treatments.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

Several  significant  changes  in  educational  law  were 
mack  by  the  last  legislature.  The  amount  of  state  aid 
was  increased  from  $600,000  to  $900,000  with  the  result 
that  Danbury's  increased  from  $3,759  to  $6,795  and  Ca- 
naan's from  $6,958  to  $12,390.  The  two  variables  be- 
sides the  total  amount  available  which  affect  the  amount 
received  are  the  number  of  resident  pupils  in  attendance 
and  the  adjusted  valuations  as  set  by  the  Tax  Commis- 
s  inn.  A  decrease  in  pupils  and  a  boost  in  adjusted  valua- 
tions ruins  a  district  s  chances  of  receiving  aid.  On  this 
basis  Bristol  is  $25,000  away.  Grafton  with  a  loss  in 
pupils  from  around  85  to  46  likewise  becomes  ineligible. 
Once  again  we  make  a  plea  for  state  aid  in  sufficient 
amounts  so  that  those  now  receiving  it  may  get  more, 
and  so  that  all  districts  may  obtain  some-  Aid  should  be 
large  enough  to  reduce  the  local  tax  assessment  where 
needed  and  at  the  same  time  improve  the  educational 
plants  and  offerings  to  our  pupils.  Several  millions  of 
dollars  are  necessary  to  do  these  two  things.  The  writer 
believes  that  such  monies  will  come  only  from  new  sour- 
ces of  le venue,  such  as  a  sales  tax,  and  would  like  to  see 
a  tax  pegged  for  state  aid  including  definite  amounts  for 
buildings  for  those  districts  too  poor  to  provide  for 
themselves.  We  should  not  be  totally  dependent  on 
taxes  from  tobacco,  liquor,  and  the  race  track.  The  eco- 
nomic and  social  welfare  of  New  Hampshire  will  be  no 
better   than  the  thinking  of  the  products  of  its  schools. 

A  new  law  now  requires  that  all  of  the  $2.00  per 
capita  tax  be  spent  for  supervision.  Under  this  all 
unions  receive  $2,500  from  the  state,  ours  gets  $2,750  and 
some  unions  more  than  this.  Five  assistant  superinten- 
dents are  permitted,  and  helping  teachers  may  be  em- 
ployed where  most  needed  until  the  total  amount  of 
money  is  spent.  Two  new  unions  may  be  established. 
This  particular  union  has  been  under  study  as  one  which 
could  well  stand  relief  but  there  will  be  no  change  for 
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1954-55.  Accordingly  this  will  remain  one  of  the  two 
unions  with  nine  districts  sharing  this  doubtful  honor 
with  the  Lisbon  union.  All  others  have  less  down  to 
the  point  where  the  cities  and  larger  towns  may  have  a 
superintendent  by  themselves  or  a  superintendent  and 
an  assistant.  In  our  union  many  evening  meetings  are 
necessary  and  supervision  is  not  as  it  could  be.  No  job 
can  justify  the  sacrifice  of  the  physical  and  mental  health 
of  its  holder.  There  are  limits  to  the  efficient  use  of  time 
and  energy ;  eventually  neither  exists  for  practical  ac- 
complishments. Obviously  nine  districts  can  not  receive 
the  benefit  from  anyone  that  5,  6  or  even  7  can. 

Two  new  age  requirements  are  passed.  All  pupils 
must  attend  school  if  6  by  September  30  and  must  remain 
in  school  in  a  district  maintaining  a  high  school  until  16. 
These  changes  aggravate  certain  problems  at  both  ends 
of  the  scale.  An  extension  beyond  the  age  of  16  may 
well  be  a  reality  someday-  Programs  of  study  will 
change  to  meet  an  enlargement  of  an  old  problem,  how 
and  what  to  teach  the  non-academic  pupil.  A  question 
is  also  raised  as  to  the  moral  obligation  to  transport  pu- 
pils to  high  school  if  the  law  requires  their  attendance. 
It  is  not  inconceivable  that  some  legislature  in  the  near 
future  will  require  this  transportation  and  probably  will 
not  supply  the  funds  to  do  so. 

Subversive  Teaching.  Increasingly  important  will 
be  the  three  sided  problem  of  Freedom  to  Teach  versus 
communism  versus  communist  smear  tactics.  This  has 
been  an  issue  nationally  for  some  time  but  it  is  now  fil- 
tering down  to  the  local  level.  We  must  guard  against 
hypocritical  smear  attacks  against  school  people  using 
the  communist  threat  as  a  means  to  obtain  other  ulterior 
and  insidious  ends.  By  this  we  mean  such  things  as 
charging  a  teacher  with  being  a  communist,  or  teaching 
communism,  just  because  we  do  not  like  the  teacher  for 
any  one  of  a  hundred  reasons.  To  do  so  is  using  the 
tactics  of  the  communists  themselves. 
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There  is  not  much  new  either  as  to  the  aims  or  me- 
thods of  the  communists.  In  fact  communist  beliefs  and 
practises  have  been  well  decoumented  for  nearly  100 
years.  If  no  one  is  allowed  to  study  and  to  learn  about 
these  fiendist  things  it  will  be  another  hundred  years 
before  the  average  person  knows  much  about  them.  The 
communists  do  not  need  that  long  to  undermine  America 
if  it  remains  with  its  head  in  the  sands.  Teachers  must 
be  allowed  to  teach  :  1)  the  facts,  2)  how  to  find  the  facts. 
Any  supercritical  person  can  find  passages  in  any  book 
which  can  be  distorted  and  warped:  a  distorted  and 
warped  persons  can  find  millions  of  them !  Our  young- 
stets  will  keep  as  good  a  balance  as  we  adults  show;  we 
can  expect  no  more  even  though  we  may  have  hopes. 
Let's  keep  a  sensible  and  sane  balance  about  these  things 
and  remember  the  Bill  of  Rights,  the  struggle  to  obtain 
it  and  the  basic  reasons  for  its  adoption. 

Teachers'  Salaries.  The  1953  Maine  Legislature 
passed  a  required  salary  schedule  beginning  with  $2,400 
and  ending  at  $3,600  for  those  with  the  Master's  degree. 
This  is  a  rather  remarkable  piece  of  legislation  for  a  con- 
servative New  England  Legislature  to  pass.  There  was 
a  lime  when  Maine  was  a  fertile  hunting  ground  for 
N.H-  superintendents  searching  for  teachers !  Of  course 
Maine  has  a  much  more  liberal  state  aid  law  and  hence 
can  withhold  aid  from  any  district  not  complying  with 
this  schedule.  The  following  facts  are  taken  from  the 
School  Executive.  The  average  factory  wage  has  in- 
creased more  than  300%  since  1939.  National  income  is 
up  400%  while  teachers'  salaries  are  up  220%.  Teachers' 
salaries  would  have  to  be  increased  more  than  $1,000  for 
the  average  teacher  to  show  increases  comparable  to 
those  of  the  factory  worker.  Except  for  local  married 
teachers  (some  of  whom  commute)  our  schools  would 
not  be  open.  How  many  districts  grant  sick  leave,  leave 
tor  death  in  the  family,  accident  and  health  insurance 
etc?    These  are  some  of  the  "fringe  benefits"  which  help 


so 

to  ease  low  salaries,  and  are  provided  by  many  indus- 
tries. 

Bristol  people  should  be  proud  of  their  schools  and 
feel  that  they  help  to  supplement  in  many  real  ways  the 
offerings  in  "a  way  of  life''  to  be  found  only  in  small  and 
energetic  communities,  a  type  of  life  beginning  to  be 
something  very  real  to  an  increasingly  large  number  of 
city  people.  We  do  not  mean  that  we  should  be  satisfied 
with  what  we  have  and  cease  to  work  for  more  desirable 
things  but  that  we  should  try  to  maintain  our  present 
level  of  achievement  and  weigh  this  against  other  pos- 
sibilities. There  are  many  things  we  might  do  such  as 
establish  a  kindergarten,  hire  a  full  time  physical  educa- 
tion teacher,  secure  a  non-teaching  elementary  principal, 
a  part-time  art  supervisor,  and  so  on.  These  are  expen- 
sive. Our  new  budget  makes  no  provision  for  them  al- 
though we  do  hear  now  and  then,  but  not  often,  requests 
for  one  or  more. 

Still  one  of  the  primary  aims  of  high  schools  is  to 
prepare  for  college.  This  is  no  easy  matter  if  all  colleges 
are  considered  because  their  entrance  requirements 
vary.  Those  parents  having  students  preparing  for  col- 
lege should  consult  either  books  which  compile  require- 
ments or  the  college  itself  to  find  out  the  exact  studies 
necessary,  in  brief,  it  may  be  said  that  the  quality  of 
the  person  applying  for  college  as  shown  by  four  years 
of  high  school  work  is  more  important  than  the  subject 
matter  studied.  Teachers  in  a  small  school  are  well 
equipped  to  certify  both  as  to  the  quality  of  work  done 
and  the  worker.  A  student  with  four  years  of  English, 
three  of  college  math.,  three  of  a  language,  two  of  a 
science,  plus  electives  is  well  prepared  for  most  colleges 
provided  his  work  is  of  superior  quality.  (An  average 
of  85  or  more).  Small  public  schools  can,  and  do,  pre- 
pare well  for  college- 

Our  shop  is  now  well  equipped  for  woodworking 
and  with  the  addition  of  small  pieces  of  equipment 
should  become  excellent.     The  gift  of  a  South  Bend  ma- 
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chine  lathe  by  the  International  Packings  Corp.  is  a  very 
significant  addition  in  that  it  will  open  up  new  avenues 
to  those  interested  in  machine  work.  If  we  can  identify 
those  boys  who  have  a  natural  skill  and  liking  for  such 
and  give  them  a  few  basic  skills  we  will  be  doing  about 
all  a  small  school  can  be  expected  to  do.  We  are  very 
grateful  for  this  splendid  gift. 

As  yet  we  do  not  have  any  adult  classes  using  the 
facilities  of  the  Memorial  High  School.  There  are  sev- 
eral possibilities  in  this  field  including  shop  work,  home 
economics,  and  business  education.  These  courses 
would  be  self-sustaining  but  the  cost  should  not  prove 
excessive  to  the  participants. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  continue  to  work  towards  achiev- 
ing an  even  better  school  system  for  Bristol.
